By the Chief, Video Division: 
 
 1.  At the request of Community Television, Inc. ("Community"), an applicant for a new 
television station to operate on channel *41 at Georgetown, South Carolina, the Commission has 
before it the Notice of Proposed Rule Making, 17 FCC Rcd 5794 (2002), proposing the substitution 
of DTV channel *38 for channel *41 at Georgetown.1  Community filed comments restating its 
continuing interest in applying for DTV channel *38, if allotted.  No other comments were received. 
 
 2.  We believe the public interest would be served by allotting DTV channel *38 since the 
channel substitution would eliminate the potential for channel *41 interference to station WIS-DT, 
channel 41 at Columbia, South Carolina, while permitting Community to provide Georgetown with 
its first local noncommercial DTV service.  DTV channel *38 can be allotted to Georgetown, South 
Carolina, as proposed, in compliance with the principle community coverage requirement of Section 
73.625(a) at coordinates 33-25-58 N. and 79-16-16 W.   DTV channel *38 can be allotted with the 
following specifications:
